Henry Gierlich, member of the i 
firm of engineers in charge of i 
the Sierra Madre improvement > 
project, presented the figures con¬ 
cerning the proposed improvement ; 
of Central Avenue. 

After outlining the scope of the 
entire project, which contemplates 
a permanently improved highway 
from Colorado Street, Pasadena, 
to Santa Anita Avenue, Arcadia, 
following the course of Sierra 
Madre Avenue, Pasadena, Sierra 
Madre, Villa and Central Ave¬ 
nues, Mr. Gierlich dealt with the 
specific costs of that part of the 
improvement which lies within the 
limits of Sierra Madre. 

Estimates oifered were based on 
a division of the project, one por- i 
tion contemplating the improve¬ 
ment of Central Avenue west of 
Baldwin Avenue at its present 
width of 80 feet; the other por¬ 
tion the widening and improve¬ 
ment of Central Avenue east of 
Baldwin Avenue, either with a 
65-foot right ot way or an 80-foot 
right of way. 

He stated that the improvement 
west of Baldwin Avenue would 
cost $98,080. With a 65-foot 
right of way the improvement 
east of Baldwin avenue would cost 
$94,365, plus an acquisition cost 
of $23,080.15, a total of $117,- 
445.15. With an 80-foot right-of- 
way, the improvement east of 
Baldwin would cost $118,681, plus ; 
an acquisition cost of $39,096.50, 
a total cost of $157,777.50. 

Taking the project as a whole, 
said Mr. Gierlich, the cost of the j 
entire improvement of Central ’ 
Avenue with a 65-foot right of | 
way east of Baldwin would be 
$215,525.15, and with an 80-foot 
right of way east of Baldwin | 
$255,857.50. Mr. Gierlich stated 
that it is estimated that the coun¬ 
ty will pay $33,880 of the cost of 
either improvement. | 

This would make the net cost j 
of the 65-foot plan $181,645.15, 
and for the 80-foot project, $221,- 
977.50, to the City of Sierra Mad¬ 
re. In each case, the frontage on 
Central Avenue would be charged 
$69,661, and the balance would be 
charged to the property owners 
of the entire city as a general 
assessment district. 

As this plan works out, Mr. 
Gierlich said, the assessment 
would amount to $4,785 per $100 
of the assessed land valuation of 
each property owner in the gen¬ 
eral district on the 65-foot plan, 
and $6,488 per $100 of assessed 
land valuation for the 80-foot 
plan. He cited a number of spe¬ 
cific instances, selected at random 
from various parts of ther city, 
showing that the assessment 
against a lot valued at $400 with 
range from $19.14 for the narrow¬ 
er width street to $25.95 for the 
80-foot, and against a lot valued 
at $1800 the assessment would 
range from $86.13 to $116.78. 
These assessments are to be pay¬ 
able in 23 years, he said. 

He also cited instances of front¬ 
age owners on East Central Ave- 
nut which show'ed that, due to 
deductions for property acquired 
on the frontage for the street im¬ 
provement, the 80-foot plan was 
considerably less in actual finan¬ 
cial outlay than the 65-foot plan

Sotne of the remarkable accom- 
pli.shments of advertising, how it 
travels the highways and byways 
of life, reaches into the home, 
.shapes destinies ami makes life 
more livable, pi'ovided the subject 
for discussion at the luncheon of 
the Advertising Club in Los An¬ 
geles Tuesday. 

Harry C. Drum, vice-president 
^ of Smith & Ferris advertising 
' agency and director of national 
advertising for the Samson Tire 
company, was the speaker of the 
day. Di'um was armed with facts 
' and figures. He quoted statistics 
to show that advertising not only 
has rejuvenated woin-out busi¬ 
ness and put it on its feet again, 
but it also has launched business 
in a new field, found new uses for 
well-known commodities and has 
done other things to wariant its 
being designated as one of the 
gzeatest forces in the world today. 

He noted from statistics on in¬ 
come tax returns that almost one- 
half the firms were operating at 
a deficit. Most of these were 
non-advertisers. About 100.000 
tiz’ins were making a profit of 
only $95 per year. There were 
200 of the lai'gest firms in the 
country each making a profit of 
about $15,000,000 per year. The 
latter were all advertisers. 

"Adveitising runs through the 
whole fabric of business,” said 
Mr. Drum. “It begins even before 
the manufacturing begins. The 
prosperity of the nation is wrap¬ 
ped up in advertising.” 

In Southern California the ef¬ 
fects of good national advertising 
is reflected in the prices being 
received by the growers for citrus 
fruits. It wzis not so many years 
ago. said Mr. Drum, that the 
grower was getting 10 cents for 
a seventy-pound box of oranges. 
Today he is getting arounzl •$'? a 
box. The tunings of the v\al- 
nut grower have been increase I 
thieefoid by adverti.sing.

, largely upon two very important 
I factors, one, the ease with which 
' Uie habit may be performed, and 
the other, the satisfaction which 
j Its practice brings to the perform- 
’ er. A child who is provided with 
■ a coat hanger that has been cut 
off to fit his clothing can pi ac • 
tice the health habit of hanging 
up his coat with greater ease 
than can the child who struggles 
long to lit his coat onto a hanger 
I which was intended to hold the 
: co&t of his six-foot daddy. Along 
, with the greater ease which the 
small coat hanger makes possible 
I may be added a feeling of pleas- 
I uie and satisfaction if the same 
: hanger is painted an attractive 
' and favorite color. Then with a 
nail or a hook fastened to the 
wall at the proper height the 
child can naturally and happily; 
practice this good habit. 

If parents will consider these 
factors of ease and satisfaction 
when introducing some new health 
habit they will tind that their 
children are more apt to respond 
happily to the new situation. 

One may well ask, “What about 
a poor habit that has already 
been formed?” 

It is generally conceded that 
the .scolding and nagging of par¬ 
ents in such matters are frequent¬ 
ly a waste of time and destruc¬ 
tive to the nerves of the entire 
family. May it not be well to 
substitute a new good habit which 
can be practiced with ea.se and 
.satisfaction for the old and bad 
habit, which can be practiced 
with ease and satisfaction for the 
old and bad habit and let it drop 
olT from lack of use ?
